Get Leather Bits,

One of the most cruel things to
nmb beasts is putting  {rozen iron bits
into nlhorse’s mouth, It isnotonly pain-
ful but a dangerous aet. For evary time
living flesh tonches o metal much below
the {reezing point, the latter extracts the
heat from the formoer and freezes it
Thus a horge’s mouth beeomes frozen by
the cold iron several times a day put into
it s ench time enusing these freczings to go
deeper and deeper, to end at last o ex-
tensive uleeration. With sueh a sore
mouth the poor horse refuses to eat and
pines away, which ealls the horse doctor
in.—They call it bots, glanders, horse-nil,
&o., aud go to ernmming down poisonous
drogs in big doses; and the next yon
know of the poor abused creature, he is
truddled off to be food for fish or the
vrows, Many a valuable horse has been
“ mysteriously,” lost, in just that way.

Thinking and human people avoid this
by first warming the bits; but this is
much trouble, and sometimes impossible
as in night work like staging and phy-
sician's work. Now all this trouble and
loss are entirely avoided as we have found
on long frinl, by getting the harness
makers to get leather hits for winter use,
80 made that no metal gubstance can
touch the flesh. They are durable and
cost only hali'n dollar.  'We wouldn't ex-
chanee ours for o gold one, if it couldn’t
be replaced.  Don't fail to try it.

Heaves in Horses.

Seeing spearment and other articles re-
commended for horses prompts me to
mention my experience with another
valuble herb in the cure of this distress-
ing and troublesome complaint.  Feed no
hay to the horse for tHirty-six or forty-
cight hours, und give only a pailful of
water at a time,  Then throw an armful
of well-eured smartweed before him, and
let him eat all he will,  Tn all cases where
the cells of the lungsare not broken down
great reliet it not a perfect cure will fol-
low. 1 have seon a horse, with the
heaves as bad as I ever saw, cured by one
dose, Smartweed is valuble for many
purposes, and should be laid away for use
when needed.
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Points of a Good Cow.

through the tvtret and bit-ring,and hitoh
the horge to a post, and leave it to itsolf.
